Though you ve 1 many books of this na- 


ture to pick and chooſe out of, that deſerve commen- 


dation for the good they have done; yet, that they are 


faulty and defective in many particulars, I need not 


infiſt on. Every teacher of youth muſt have expe- 


Tienced it in his practice, and as often lamented, that 


he had not time or opportunity to amend them. The 
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fArft examples they give in feading are, in general, 
few or too taſteleſs ; Yoo dull and too heavy for chil. 
dren. They ſkip over the moſt eſſential, to get to the 
N more abſtruſe parts of the buſineſs, where they ſeem 
quite at home; for they appear fond” of diſplaying 
0 the diverſity of their own knowledge, and cramming 
_their books with an unneceſſary variety; as if they 
meant to crow over, not to peck for the young brood. 
They call themſelves guides, but ſoon lead the tender 
mind into a labyrinth, out of which they with much 
labor and difficulty find their way. In ſhort, in my 
opinion, they miſunderſtood what they were about, 
or forgot for whom they were intending their works 
for in this, I think you will readily agree with me, 
that, as moſt children diſlike !2arning their firſt prin- 
ciples, and are ſlow in attaining them, whatever is in- 
tended for that uſe can never be made too plain, too | 
eaſy, nor too reliſhing for them. 1 have not much 
to boaſt of. An attempt to improve on their plans 
(as 1 think) i is all, with a few trivial novelties that, 
from experience, J am partial to. But I am certain, 
that every tritle that tends to facilitate or lighten the 
laborious work you have on hand, will, as far as in 
you lies, meet with your countenance and encourage- |

To conquer cuſtom. and get the better of prejudice, - 
are certainly difficult taſks.

| ſubject the human ſpecies! Women in China muſt 
ſtill be crippled. Women in Otaheite muft ſtill be 
tattowed. Men in Holland muſt ſtill wear fix or ſeven 
. pair of breeches at a time; and men in the coldeſt 
corner of our own iſland muſt ſtill perſiſt in wearing 
no breeches at all. Theſe, it muſt be allowed, are 
| hardſhips in the extreme. I might go on, and illuſ- 
trate the aſſertion by many more examples, equally as 


ridiculous and as true, (to prove the power of cuſtom, - 
and the prejudice of education) were not theſe ſuffi- 
_ cient, But the body is not the only ſufferer: what 
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is worſe, he enſlaves the mind alſo. From generation 
| to generation, in many places, they continue the ſame 
books, and purſue the ſame method in the inſtructing 
ii of youth.

What. people have been accuſtomed to, they with 
reluQance leave; and what they have once contract- 
ed a familiarity with, they are loth to forſake, though 
their eaſe and intereſt ſuffer for it. Every new me- 
thod they are prejudiced againſt ; and are ſo wedded 
to their old cuſtom, that they are afraid to introduce 
a new.

I think that the compilers of moſt works of this 


Kind, have never rightly conſidered for whom they 
were intending them, or for what they were deſigned. 
Their frſt leſſons, or examples in reading, are too few, 
or too difficult ; and, in general, too dull and too un- 
intereſting to children. "Þ hey muſt, therefore, be led 
or drove through this dreary buſineſs, without Plea- 


ſure either to the learner or inſtructor: to both it 


muſt be a drudgery. And though their matter was 


ever ſo good and taſty, yet the manner of diſhing it 
up muſt be diſguſting to children. It is ſo huddled 
'and n ey preſent ſo much to their eye at a 


time, 
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time; that n muſt be gckened 9975 ſurfeited with 
the fight. + | 5 
The grand ſecret i in e of children and 1 
is to make the way as ſmooth and agreeable as poſſible 
for them : to cheat, and not-to beat them into the path 
of learning: to pay attention to, and lay a bait for 
their moſt acute ſenſes, hearing, ſeeing, and taſting : 
to convey the firſt principles in language they can 
comprehend, congenial to their years and under- 
| ſtandings. Play and amuſement are the darlings of 
| children—cating and drinking their chief delight. 
T0 gain | their attention, and coax their inclination, it 
muſt appear natural and neceſſary therefore, that their 
leſſons be brought as near to a level with their' ideas 
and deſires as poſlible ; for gain but their attention and 
inclination, and you ſoon gain your end. Common 
ſenſe, endued with good nature, will now cry out, 
„Throw in as much ſugar into their bitter cup as you 
can: make it palatable with ſweets, not with acids.” : 

This, I ſay, moſt former Authors and Publiſhers. 
have never dreamt of, They were too wiſe, or too | 
learned, to condeſcend to write for children, or to 
entertain childiſh ideas. They are always grave, auſ- 
tere, and forbidding, (Schoolmaſtet-like) and will not 
laugh for all the world. They are in a great hurry 

too with the foundation, that they may raiſe the ſu- 
perſtructure, and early introduce ſuch heavy and 
rugged materials into the building, beyond the ſtrength 
of the little laborers to bear, that they find the taſk 
difficult, diſagreeable, and n The n

humanity. They well knew, from experience, the 
difficulties the young ones had to encounter, and the 
Jabors they had to go through for a ſeries of years. 
They well knew that much might be done to lighten 
the load; and why ſo few have put their hand to the 


work, is to me aſtoniſhing. Though I have no pre- 


tenſion to genius or abilktirs, yet as a father and a

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® Some of you, perhaps; may tell me what I have not done. 
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tenclur” of youth, I am 1 to ke a few feeble . 
efforts for their ſakes, or, in other words, do all that 1 | 
can to eaſe their burthen, and clear their way. And 

1. To avoid, as much as poſſible, the perplexing 


and diſcouraging young beginners, I have preſented. 
them with but one Alphabet at a time. 1 have wholly 


omitted using the Italic character, in what is deſigned 
for them at firſt. I never could account for the uſe 
of inſerting three of them in a ſtring, unleſs it be for 
oſtentation ; unleſs the deſign be to dazzle the eyes of 


children; to amaze and confound them with the va- 
riety of diſhes ſet before them for their firſt meal, 


none of which they naturally like; or the intention 
be to ſurfeit and ſicken them with the ſight multifa- 
rious. I think one good diſh at a time ſufficient for a 


ſtrong ſtomach; and therefore cannot ſee any great 


wiſdom in preſenting three at once to a weak one. I 


believe no one will deny, but that the child who is 


perfect maſter of the Roman character, will find very” 


little difficulty i in attaining the Italian one, even with- 
out a teacher. As to the black letter, or old Engliſh 
character, I ſhould as ſoon have thought of inſerting 


the Greek or Chineſe characters, or i them

2. Neither do I.ſee the neceſſity, or even propriety, 
of incumbering children's firſt examples with a variety
